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There were two tragedies on the Iron

Barracks, last night. One man ig dead and 
another is at the Missouri Pacific Hospi- 
fal, suffering from a bullet wound in the 
side. 

The man at the hospital is C. M. Quigley, 
a freight brakeman in the employ of the 
Iron Mountain. He will probably recover, 
The identity of the other man is unknown, 
and it is not known whether he was mur- 
dered or struck by a passing train, but the 
former theory seems the more plausible 
under all the circumstances.
